Trustees grant 
pay hikes to 
top personnel

The school board today granted salary 
raises for the district's top 55 personnel, 
ranging from three per cent for the 
superintendent to four per cent for other 
administrators and key classified per­ 
sonnel. 
Fewer than a dozen persons were in 
the audience at 8 this morning as board 
vice chairperson Barbara Berg gaveled 
the special meeting to order. Board 
president Richard K. Jacoby was absent. 
Berg and fellow trustees Gail Steiger, 
Jack Helman and Karl Braun approved a 
motion spelling out the raises and the 
meeting was concluded. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan said the 
raises would cost the district 839,147 and 
would become effective tomorrow. 
The salary raises will bring Supt. 
Clarence Bloom to $39,184 annually; as­ 
sistant Supt. Alice Milligan to 833,076; 
assistant Supt. Mel Wilde to $33,076; 
business manager Joe Carlin to $25,124; 
Bob Bickford, principal of Cabrillo High 
School, and Bob Paisola, principal of 
Lompoc High School, both to $29,429. 
The principals of Buena Vista, Crest­ 
view, Hapgood, La Honda, Los Berros, 
Los Padres, Clarence Ruth and Westw- 
ings will receive $25,278 annually with 
the raises; and the principals of La 
Canada and El Camino, $24,758; and 
finally the principal of Fillmore will 
receive $24,342 annually. 
Covered under the action in addition to 
the superintendent are the two assistant 
superintendents, building principals, 
subject coordinators, althletic directors, 
deans, assistant principals, supervisors, 
adm inistrators and the d istrict’s 
business manager. 
It was the first action taken by the 
board on salaries for the new fiscal year. 


Still to come is consideration of salary 
proposals for rank and file classified per­ 
sonnel and for teachers. 
During the brief discussion this morn­ 
ing, Berg said the board had not discus­ 
sed the raises with the top management 
personnel and others because none of 
them were designated exclusive 
representatives for purposes of collec­ 
tive bargaining. 
That comment was amended by 
Steiger, who said that informal discus­ 
sions had taken place with those af­ 
fected. 


Norman Larson, president of Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers, had questioned 
the procedures used in arriving at the 
decision to grant today’s raises. 
Procedures are at the heart of the 
collective bargaining that goes into ef­ 
fect tomorrow, because of uncertainties 
surrounding the naming of an exclusive 
agent for teachers. LFT is in contention 
to be named with Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation for the right to be named the 
exclusive agent. 
Decisions affecting the question are 
being sought from the state’s new three- 
member Education Employe Relations 
Board (EERB). 
Rank and file classified personnel are 
in a different situation. The school board 
has recognized the local chapter of the 
California School Employes Association 
(CSEA) as the exclusive representative, 
but meaningful discussions have not 
taken place yet. 
Barring a decision in the next few 
hours, classified personnel will go into 
the beginning of the new fiscal year 
tomorrow, without raises. That situation 
will continue until there is an agreement. 
A source close to the classified workers 
was pessimistic yesterday.

Fresno newsmen face jail 
after court nixes review 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today refused to review contempt 
judgments against four Fresno, Calif., 
reporters facing indeterminate jail 
sentences for refusing to reveal where 
the paper obtained some grand jury tes­ 
timony. 


The brief order leaves standing a deci­ 
sion by a California Court of Appeal up­ 
holding the judgments despite argu­ 
ments that the men were protected both 
by the First Amendment to the U.S. Con­ 
stitution and the state Newsman’s Shield 
Law. 


The men are Managing Editor George 
F. Gruner, City Editor Jim Bort and 
Reporters Joe Roseto and William K. 
Patterson of the Fresno Bee.

The contempt action grew out of the in­ 
dictment in October, 1974, by a Fresno 
County Grand Jury of City Councilman 
Marc Stefano, land developer Julius 
Aluisi and former City Planning Com­ 
missioner Norman Bains on bribery and 
conspiracy charges. 


Superior Court Judge Denver C. 
Peckinpah later granted a defense mo­ 
tion to seal the transcript of the grand 
jury testimony until the end of the trial 
on grounds this was necessary to assure 
a fair trial. But the Bee published three 
articles referring to the testimony in 
January, 1975. 


Before the stories were printed, 
Stefano’s trial had been shifted to 
Oakland and Aluisi’s to Monterey. The 
charges against Bains were dropped 
after he testified against the other two. 
Stefano was acquitted and Aluisi was 
convicted. 


Peckinpah issued the contempt judg­ 
ment after the reporters refused to tell 
him where they got the transcript. 
In affirming, the Court of Appeal said 
Peckinpah had both the authority and the 
duty to seal the record to assure the 
defendants a fair trial and also to in­ 
vestigate possible violations of his 
orders. 


As for the shield law, which immunizes 
newsmen from contempt for refusal to 
disclose sources, the opinion said it is not 
applicable when identification is sought 
of someone who may have violated a 
court order but is a protection against 
revelation of all other sources. 
The state supreme court denied 
review. 
Appealing to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
the reporters asked for a "uniform 
minimum standard’ for imposing prior 
restraints on speech such as gag orders. 
They also asked the court to: 
— Clarify a reporter’s rights under the 
First Amendment to protect confidential 
news sources. 
— Find that California by iU shield law 
prevented courts from "weighing the 
balance in favor of another competing in­ 
terest in the event of a conflict." 
They were supported by numerous 
media organizations including the 
American Newspaper Publishers As­ 
sociation and the American Society of 
Newspaper .Editors. 


The Supreme Court also rejected today 
the appeal of Los Angeles Reporter 
William T. Farr, whose contempt case 
the appeal court said is the same in prin­ 
ciple as the Fresno case.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Pro- 
Palestinian guerrillas today freed 48 of 
the 257 hostages they have been holding 
at a Ugandan airport since Sunday but 
threatened to kill all the rest and blow up 
the Air France jetliner they hijacked if 
their demands were not met by Thursday 
afternoon. 
The guerrillas, claiming to represent 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, have demanded the release of 
53 prisoners in five countries, 40 of them 
militants held in Israel. 
In an ultim atum today, they 
threatened to kill all the remaining 
hostages unless their demands were met 
by 3 p.m. Thursday, 8 a.m. EDT. 
The guerrillas also threatened to blow 


Coldwater 
endorses 
President Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In what he 
called the most difficult decision of his 
life, Sen. Barry Coldwater today en­ 
dorsed President Ford over Ronald 
Reagan for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 
In a letter to all delegates to the GOP 
national convention, the Arizona 
Republican and his party’s 1964 presiden­ 
tial nominee, said both Ford and Reagan 
share almost the same conservative 
philosophy. 
"... My decision rests solely on the fact 
that at this time in our history I do not 
believe that our government can suffer 
through m onths and months of 
reorganization that would be necessary 
if we had a change in the office," 
Coldwater said. 
"It is primarily on these bases that I 
have made my decision, the most dif­ 
ficult I have every had to make in my 
life, and this is from one who has come 
out of the ring with sweat, dust and blood 
on him but who has come out of it deter­ 
mined to continue to fight for the interest 
of bis country..." Coldwater said. 
Rogers C. B Morton, Ford’s campaign 
manager, said Coldwater showed his 
"political courage’’ by endorsing the 
President. 
"Sen. Goldwater’s statement is a 
welcome and important indication of 
how strongly Republican leaders believe 
President Ford’s nomination is neces­ 
sary to unify the party before the 
November election. 
"I believe it will have a profound ef­ 
fect on many delegates to the conven­ 
tion. The senator’s record of loyalty and 
dedication to the Republican Party and 
its principles is beyond question,” he 
said. 
Coldwater said that Republican 
presidential victories in 1968 and 1972 
helped usher in an age in which more 
Americans are now conservative rather 
than liberal He said the Ford-Reagan 
battle for the nomination threatens the 
GOP unity needed for a third victory for 
conservatism. 
Recent nationwide polls have shown 
both Ford and Reagan trailing Democrat 
Jimmy Carter, who has virtually locked 
up his party’s presidential nomination. 
At the White House, White House 
Press Secretary Hon Nessen told UPI, 
"We had nothing to do with it and did not 
know Senator Coldwater was writing it. 
But we were extremely pleased when we 
found out about it." 


up the Franch jet airbus they hijacked 
Sunday on a flight from Tel Aviv to 
Paris, then forced it to fly to the Entebbe 
airport in Uganda. 
Their ultimatum was given to Presi­ 
dent Amin who relayed their threat to 
the French ambassador in Uganda, 
Pierre Renard. 
It was delivered shortly after the 
guerrillas agreed to Amin’s request and 
freed 47 hostages — most of them women 
and children and the ill and elderly 
among the hostages held at gunpoint in 


the sweltering hot transit lounge of 
Entebbe. 
Among those freed today were two 
Americans identified by Air France only 
as Erie and Carole Tyler. At least seven 
other Americans are reported among the 
hostages still being held. 
French government spokesmen said 
the group released today, in addition to 
the Americans, included 33 French 
citizens, as well as passengers of Dutch, 
Uruguayan, and Paraguayan nationality 
and one apparently stateless person. 


None of the more than 80 Israeli 
hostages were released. 
The passengers were released in mid­ 
afternoon and boarded a standby Air 
France Boring 707 jet shortly afterward 
for a direct flight to Paris, arriving in 
the French capital at around midnight. 
Air France officials said. 
In Paris, Air France said 47 of the 48 
hostages released today were being 
flown to Paris on the special flight. It 
said the 48th, a Frenchwoman, was 
hospitalized in Entebbe. 
Gag order struck down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today unanimously struck down a 
Nebraska court’s order preventing the 
press from reporting a confession and 
other testimony heard in open court in a 
sensational murder case. 
In a major First Amendment ruling, 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger refused 
to hold that court-ordered prior 
restraints barring publication of facts 
known to newsmen may never be upheld. 


But he said that in the Nebraska case, 
less drastic attempts to ensure the 
defendant a fair trial should have been 
attempted, such as moving the location 
of the trial, delaying it or sequestering 


jurors in motel rooms. 
Three justices went further and said 
the Constitution bars any form of prior 
restraint. A fourth justice said he 
basically agreed, although there might 
be extreme instances in which press mis­ 
conduct might warrant court restraint. 


Nebraska news organizations brought 
the appeal after the state supreme court 
affirmed most of a sweeping order by 
Lincoln County Judge Hugh Stuart barr­ 
ing publication of information about the 
murders of six members of the Henry 
Kellie family in Sutherland, Neb. 


Stuart said the order was needed to en­ 
sure that the man charged with the k ill­ 


ings, Erwin Charles Simants, receive a 
fair trial with an unbiased jury. 
News organizations asked the justices 
to hold that the First Amendment right 
of the news media to report is superior to 
a defendant’s Sixth Amendment fair trial 
rights 
But the high court majority 
refused to go so far in overturning the 
Nebraska Supreme Court. 
Instead, Burger said "to the extant 
that this order prohibited the reporting 
of evidence adduced at the open prelimi­ 
nary hearing, it plainly violated settled 
principles: ‘there is nothing that 
proscribes the press from reporting 
events that transpire in the cour­ 
troom’." 
Christians capture refugee camp 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Right­ 
wing Christian forces captured a Palesti­ 
nian refugee camp they had besieged for 
eight days and threatened to overwhelm 
another today. An Arab League envoy 
negotiated another cease-fire but it 
failed to take hold. 
Fierce fighting with rockets and mor­ 
tars raged across Beirut. Palestinians 
charged that Syrian troops shelled their 
positions in southern and northeastern 
Lebanon during the night. 
The Voice of Palestine radio charged 
that Syrian troops also heavily shelled 
the leftist held port of Sidon, south of 
Beirut. 
Dr. Hassan Sabry a1 Kholy, the Egyp­ 
tian liaison officer for the Arab League’s 
still-stalled 
peacekeeping force, 
negotiated another truce that was to 
have begun Tuesday night. It was the 
40th cease-fire in 14 VU months of civil 
war. 
It held up barely four hours before both 
rightists and leftists began violating it 
with fierce offensives and counter­ 
attacks that claimed at least 237 dead 
and 444 wounded on all fronts over the 
past 24 hours. 
Christian forces announced they cap­ 
tured the Jinr a1 Pasha Palestinian 
refugee camp in southeastern Beirut at 6 
p m Tuesday in an attack by an es­ 
timated 6,000 men and IOO tanks. The lef­ 
tist radio confirmed Wednesday that the 
camp had been taken by "isolationist 
forces." 
Heavy fighting continued around the 
adjacent and larger Tai Zaatar camp, 
which was hit by more than 3,000 rocket, 
mortar and artillery shells overnight, 
both sides said. Tai Zaatar’s bunker and 
trench defenses, under the heaviest and 
longest siege of the war, wert reported 
to be weakening and in imminent danger 
of falling 


The rightists renewed their ultimatum 
to the camp’s defenders and predicted 
they would be inside Tai Al Zaatar by 
nightfall. 
The failure of Kholy’s ceasefire 
followed a warning by Lebanon’s 
Palestinian-leftist alliance that the fall 
of the two camps would provoke a coun­ 
terattack that would plunge the country, 
in the words of one leftist leader, "into a 
sea of blood from which it will not 
emerge for a long, long time”. 
Kholy took over mediation efforts 
from Libyan Premier Maj. Abdel Salem 
J a1 loud who abruptly left for Libya via 


Damascus Tuesday after accusing Presi­ 
dent Suleiman Franjieh and Interior and 
Foreign Minister Camille Chamoun — 
Lebanon’s most prominent Christian 
leaders — of refusing to talk peace with 
him. 
Jalloud, who had been trying to mend 
the rift between Syria and the Palesti­ 
nians on the one hand and mediate 
between Lebanese rightists and leftists 
on the other, departed with the warning 
that Libya would support the Palesti­ 
nians in Lebanon "to the death” if neces­ 
sary to prevent their defeat by either the 
Christians or the Syrians.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, last night, ap­ 
proved a hold-the-line tax of 12 cents 
despite some soul-searching spurred by 
director Joe Foss. 
The directors finally approved the tax 
by a vote of 5-0, after some hard 
questioning by Foss, who said he was 
concerned about the growing amount of 
the reserves. 
The budget drawn up by Boyd Betten­ 
court, district secretary, shows general 
reserves of $99,500 and unappropriated 
reserves of $15,000. compared to a 
budgeted figure for the two purposes of 
about $30,000 less for the year just 


Foss finally agreed that the reserves 
suggested by Bettencourt were not out of 
line considering what the future might 
hold. Bettencourt and Stanley C. Hatch, 
district legal counsel, argued that the 
district faced some uncertain times and 
the possibility of litigation. Hatch noted 
the possibility of legal complications 


arising from water releases at Cachuma 
and other problems arising from the 
proposed Salsipuedes project among 
others, 
potential as threats to the dis­ 
trict’s reserve funds 
As it stands now, the budget calls for 
the expenditure of $60,000 for operations 
The total includes a special service fund 
of $30,000 from which the district, 
historically, has paid the engineer con­ 
sultant; and the sum of $3,600 for Betten­ 
court as secretary. Hatch s retainer was 
renegotiated upward from the $35 an 
hour that was established in 1965 to $60 
an hour Hatch works 18 hours monthly 
for the annual retainer of $12,960 and will 
receive additional pay of $60 an hour for 
time spent over that base. 
The budget is baaed on an estimated 
assessed valuation of $44,100 million.

H astings’ statem en t ap­ 
peared to confirm the pes­ 
simistic views in some county 
quarters that an official state 
turndown of the county's 
request for aid is forthcoming 
at any time soon. 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson 
sounded out Hastings Tuesday 
and after getting Hastings’ 
viewpoint told the state official 
he felt the county administra­ 
tion would continue to seek the 
state's aid based on a June I 
proposal made to the county by 
the State Division of Forestry. 
Under the proposal given 


board approval, the State Divi­ 
sion of Forestry would take 
over comity fire protection and 
integrate within the state setup 
county firemen. Under this 
Irfan, county Are expenditures 
would be cut substantially 
without service level cuts of 
consequence, it was claimed. 
But nigher-ups in the Brown 
Administration 
apparently 
stepped in — reputedly under 
AFL-CIO Firefighters’ Union 
pressures, it was charged — 
and countermanded the State 
Division of Forestry offer.

M e a n w h ile , 
c o u n ty 
negotiators announced they 
have now signed up all county 
employe organizations to new 
collective bargaining pacts ex­ 
cept the firefighters’ union. 
Employe Relations Officer 
William Gill said the latest to 
sign was the AFL-CIO Service 
Employes International Union 
(SEIU), Local 620, composed of 
county hospital support 
employes. 
Gill said Local 620 had agreed 
to the same basic contract 
provisions as the other employe 
organizations, a three per cent 
pay raise, and a tradeoff of 
vacation and holiday time. 
Local 620, led by Leonard 
Roders, field representative 
and former County Welfare 
Department employe, had con­ 
ducted a strike against the 
county last June along with the 
firefighters’ union. 
Curb painters raise ire 


Lompoc police apparently 
have curbed the questionable 
painting activities of two out-of- 
town businessmen which raised 
the ire of several residents and 
at least one city official. 
Lompoc Police Chief Jim 
Smith said investigators had 
contacted the two individuals 
involved. "I think we have a 
mutual agreement that they’ll 
be leaving town,” he added. 
The incident began last week 
when two unidentified men dis­ 
tributed flyers soliciting the 
painting of house numbers on 
curbs to an undetermined 
number of city homes. The 
flyers explained the importance 
of house numbers painted on 
curbs for emergency teams of 
police, fire and ambulance per­ 
sonnel. It further described the 
"estimated value” of f2 and 
that it was a student organiza­ 
tion, "entirely organized by in­ 
terested students who had a 
desire to engage themselves in 
constructive activity improving 
the community.” 
But, the wording of another 
paragraph also concerned Lom­ 
poc Mayor E C. Stevens. It 
said: 
"This service is being per­ 
formed on a donation basis. If 
you do not wish this service, 
please tape this notice to your 


curb and the students will 
bypass your home.” 
“The whole thing has the 
flavor of local school kids doing 
the project,” Stevens said, "but 
I am afraid this may not be the 
case at all.” 
"It strikes me that they are 
doing a service that is bona fide 
and probably well worth the $2, 
but two things bother me,” ad­ 
ded the mayor. "One, the way 
they are soliciting may be il­ 
legal and two, they’ll probably 
send school kids to the doors 
and it will sound like it is a good 
cause and for a worthwhile pur­ 
pose and all that, and people 
may feel intim idated into 
paying.” 
The notice was signed by Stu­ 
dent Community Services, a 
San Rafael based group, ac­ 
cording to the application for a 
business license that was filled 
out at City Hall. A San Rafael 
phone number on the applica­ 
tion was not being answered 
yesterday. Whether the in­ 
dividuals actually were stu­ 
dents was not determined ac­ 
cording to Smith. 
The legality of the operation 
was questionable because 
although the alleged students 
had been issued a valid business 
license from City Hall, they had 
not taken out a solicitor's per­ 


mit. The question that arose, 
according to Smith, was 
w h e th e r they n e e d e d a 
solicitor’s permit considering 
the manner in which they dis­ 
tributed the flyers. 
Qty Attorney Alan Davidson 
seemed annoyed with the situa­ 
tion, claiming he has had "over 
50 conversations” about similar 
cases, but he too was not sure of 
the operation’s legality. But he 
noted residents could not be 
held to this kind of an agree­ 
ment. 
"I couldn’t approve of them 
saying something that may not 
be true,” Davidson said, "but I 
couldn't say whether or not it 
would be illegal. 
"What they should have 
done,” added the city attorney, 
"is painted the numbers and 
then walked up and down the 
block asking for contributions. 
"The remedy to situations 
like this,” Davidson concluded, 
"is don’t pay them. If they go 
all over town painting numbers 
and nobody pays them, they’ll 
knock it off.” 
He said he received a free 
number in front of his house 
because he simply refused to 
pay. The numbers were a deal 
at the price asked because the 
same service "in other cities 
costs 62.50 or more,” he said. 
Inflation hits school budget

day. but final budget approval 
won’t come until early August.) 
The impact of inflation is 
seen everywhere in the school 
district’s budget: It costs more 
for goods and services today 
than it did yesterday. That’s a 
fact that everyone has learned 
to live with, although uneasily. 
Utilities and housekeeping ser­ 
vices that cost 6406,250 for the 
current or 1675-76 year, will 
cost an estimated 6456,602 for 
the year beginning Thursday. 
In simple terms it costs more 
to mow. water and maintain the 
district’s 214 acres of conven­ 
tional grass than it did yester­ 
day. 
One of the nice things about 
school budgets, thanks to state 
legislation of a couple of years 
ago is that the costs of 
programs are all lumped 
together. 
Travel and conferences, to 
pick one "lump” at random, as 
projected for the new year will 
cost 660,457, up from the 
current year’s 645,000. The ex­ 
penditure gets the designation: 
5200. By looking through the 
budget, for the designation, one 
can readily see how the total of 
660.457 will be spent The board 
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of trustees will spend $4,500 of 
the total; the office of the 
superintendent, 62,200; the in­ 
structional division of district 
administration, 6500; personnel 
division, 6850; business divi­ 
sion, 61.200; personnel commis­ 
sion, 6500; in-service training, 
65.000. The balance will be 
spent by the individual schools 
and by maintenance and opera­ 
tions divisions. 
As noted previously, cer­ 
tificated salaries will require 
69.657 million or 61.97 per cent 
of the total budget. That’s down 
from the 69.667 million or 63 12 
per cent of the current budget, 
but then the number of teachers 
is down also. 
Em ploye b e n e fits a r e 
projected upward to 61-538 
million or 9.87 per cent of the 
budget total, from the current 
budget’s 1.423 million or 9.28 
per cent 
It is a common comment that 
in order to make any true 
budget cuts you have to cut 
bodies. That’s in recognition of 
the fact that more than 88 per 
cent of the budget is earmarked 
for salaries and employe 
benefits. 
Key factor in all this is the 
staffing ratios of the district. 
It’s 28.5 students per teacher at 
the elementary school level; 


27.5 to one at the junior high 
school level and 26.5 to one at 
the high school level. It costs 
about 6100.000 to reduce the 
combined ratio by one student, 
according to most ways of 
figuring it. 
There s more on all this to 
come.

North county areas are get­ 
ting a higher level of Sheriff’s 
Department protection than is 
the populous Goleta Valley, 
based on the approved formula 
of allowing one sheriff’s field 
officer per I,WO population in 
unincorporated areas, the 
Board of Supervisors has been 
informed. 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
of Goleta Valley, a leader in 
having the Isla Vista foot patrol 
kept on duty despite Sheriff 
John Carpenter’s plan to end it, 
told the board that he has 
figured out that slightly more 
than 38 per cent of the sheriff’s 
patrol forces protect Goleta 
Valley, an area nearing 70,000 
in population. 
On the other hand, he

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New fighting crews rushed 
to Red Bluff area blaze 


RED BLUFF (UPI) - Ad­ 
ditional fire crews were rushed 
to Northern California today in 
an effort to close a protective 
ring around a 65,000-acre timber 
and brush fire, the largest in 
the drought-plagued state this 
year. 
State Division of Forestry of­ 
ficials said late Tuesday they 
had contained 40 per cent of the 
fire and full containment was 
expected late tonight. 
Officials said, however, tin­ 
der-dry conditions, tempera­ 
tures in the 90s and gusting 
winds made it difficult to es­ 
timate when the flames would 
be controlled by the 2,250 fire­ 
fighters on the scene. 
Elsewhere: 
— A 4,500-acre fire in 
Tuolumne County, south of 
Sonora, was 90 per cent con­ 
tained late Tuesday by 550 men 
(Mi the lines. 
— A lightning-caused fire two 


miles east of Aspen Valley in 
Yosemite National Parte spread 
over 350 acres and was fought 
by 120 men. 
— The pilot of an aerial 
tanker was killed Tuesday when 
his plane crashed at a fire near 
Nevada City in the historic Gold 
Rush region. Other fires flared 
throughout the area, including 
one near Jacksonville that 
blackened 5,600 acres before it 
was contained. 
State and federal fire crews, 
including firefighters from 
neighboring Oregon and pilots 
from the California National 
Guard, battled the largest fire, 
18 miles west of Red Bluff. 
Gusting 30 m.p.h. winds 
pushed flames into the rugged 
and inaccessible Yolla Bolly 
Wilderness Area. Tile Trinity- 
Shasta National Forest was 
also hard hit as the fire moved 
into heavy timberland. 
Carter predicting 
strong GOP effort 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Jim­ 
my Carter said today the 
Republicans will “ undoubtedly 
heal their wounds” after the 
August GOP convention and 
President Ford or challenger 
Ronald Reagan will run a 
strong campaign against him in 
the fall. 
Carter also said he would 
meet in Washington later in the 
day with AFL-CIO President 
George Meany following a 
$l,000-a-plate noon fund-raising 
luncheon in Philadelphia. 
The probable Democratic 
presidential nominee told about 
450 Pittsburgh supporters at a 
fund-raising breakfast the April 
27 Pennsylvania primary, in 
which he overwhelmed Sen. 
Henry Jackson despite strong 
backing from state labor, was 
the turning point in his bid for 
the nomination. 


Carter, repeating a theme he 
has sounded at each point dur­ 


ing an eight-city fundraising 
swing this week, emphasized he 
is not taking victory in 
November for granted. 
“The Republicans will un­ 
doubtedly heal their wounds 
rapidly after their own conven­ 
tion in August,” said Carter. 
“ As you know the Republican 
party is a monolithic structure 
that’s tightly organized, and 
they’ll be mounting a major 
campaign, either with a very 
attractive, very charismatic 
movie star or the incumbent 
President.” 
"E ach one of those op­ 
ponents, which we might face in 
November, will be very strong 
and a very great challenge to 
us.” 
On a flight to Pittsburgh 
Tuesday night, Carter said that 
as president-elect he might ask 
Congress for authorization to 
reorganize the federal govern­ 
ment so that, once inaugurated, 
he will be ready for the task. 
Throwaway bottle 
measure defeated 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate today soundly defeated a 
proposal to force an end to 
throwaway cans and bottles for 
soft drinks and beer by impos­ 
ing a tax on such containers. 
The move, backed by Sen. 
Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., in 
whose state a similar law has 
existed since 1972, went down 
on a 60-26 vote. It was the first 
time in four years of debate 
that either body of Congress has 
taken a vote on the issue. 


During the debate, Sen. Jenn­ 
ings Randolph, D-W.Va. cited 
opposition from the AFL-CIO. 
which claimed jobs would be 
lost, and Sen Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis.. said there were too 
many unanswered questions. 
He said the questions should be 
addressed by a Federal Energy 
Administration study now un­ 
der way before the Senate 
decides the issue. 


The proposal would have im­ 
posed a five-cent tax on all beer 
and soft drink throwaways, to 
be phased in during a five-year 
period. The measure would also 
have banned, effective in one 
year, the “ flip top” opener for 
cans. 
“ What we’re trying to accom­ 
plish here is a return to sensible 
containers,” Hatfield told the 
Senate. “ Solid waste is quickly 
becoming the premier en­ 
vironmental issue.” 
He said throwaway contain­ 
ers now account for 79 per cent 
of all beer sold and two-thirds 
of all soft drinks. 
But Nelson said “ the unan­ 
swered questions are much 
greater than the answered .... 
there is no way this issue can be 
discussed on the floor of the 
Senate in less than eight or ten 
hours," he added, criticizing 
the 30 minutes allotted for 
debate on the issue. 


A 120-man contingent of 
California National Guardsmen 
flew equipment and fire crews 
to the scene and military air 
tankers dropped chemicals on 
the flames. 
An air tanker battling a fire 
near Nevada City crashed, kit­ 
ing the pilot, 80 miles to the 
southeast. William Sears, 31, of 
Santa Rosa, Calif, was killed 
when his twin-engine Grumman 
S-2 crashed as he swooped over 
flames that covered 1,100 acres. 
That fire, caused by improper 
use of equipment, was con­ 
tained later in the day. 
Officials said the Jackson­ 
ville fire was caused by im­ 
proper burning of debris. 
Another 400-acre fire near 
Lake Almanor was fully con­ 
tained and was caused by im­ 
proper use of machinery. 


Civil Defense 
chief reports 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
chief of the Civil Preparedness 
Agency acknowledged today the 
Pentagon has not yet completed 
evacuation plans in case of 
nuclear attack and has marked 
only 188,000 shelters around the 
country. 
But John E. Davis said 
national civil defense planning 
is “ sound in concept” and has 
made significant progress in 
helping state and local authori­ 
ties improve their disaster 
readiness. 
In testimony prepared for the 
Joint Committee (rn Defense 
Production, Davis said his 
agency has established a 
national warning system to 
spread word of an attack to 
1,200 warning points across the 
country and has distributed 
nearly 200,000 monitoring sets 
to check fallout. 
But he also conceded a 
variety of shortcomings in the 
planning for atomic attack, 
which the congressional panel 
has been probing during three 
days of hearings: 
— “ Crisis relocation plan­ 
ning” of civilian populations is 
still under study with eight 
private projects yet to be com­ 
pleted 
— Community shelter plans 
have been completed in 4,350 
localities and would cover 
160.000.000 of A m erica’s 
200.000.000 plus population. 
— Shelter areas have been 
identified in 230,000 buildings 
capable of housing the total 
population, but only 118,000 
shelter buildings have been 
marked. 


Litton may quit work 
on needed Navy ships 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
(UPI) — Litton Industries 
Inc. warned the Pentagon 
Tuesday it will halt all work 
Aug I on five ships, which the 
Navy says are urgently needed. 
in a contract dispute. 
“The key issue in this situa­ 
tion is not a question of profit 
for the contractor,” said Litton 
President Fred O’Green, argu­ 
ing Litton will lose money no 
matter how the complicated, 
long running dispute is resol­ 
ved. 
O’Green sent a 12-page letter 
to the Navy’s chief contract of­ 
ficer, Vice Adm R C. Gooding, 
saying the company and its 
150,000 stockholders cannot 
finance the construction any 
longer. 
He said work on five Landing 
Helicopter Assault ships at 
Pascagoula, Miss., will stop 
Aug. I unless a new contract is 
negotiated giving Litton enough 
cash flow to continue. 
Earlier this month, Deputy 
Secretary of Defense William 
P. Clements Jr. warned the 
Pentagon has emergency pow­ 
ers to force completion of con­ 
struction “One way or another, 
we intend to get those ships,” 
Clements said. 
Litton and the Navy have 
been squabbling over the issue 
for five years. Litton maintains 
the cost has been driven up in 
part because the Navy keeps 
changing the design. 


Premarital 
agreements 
approved 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Couples may enter premarital 
agreements dividing their prop- 
erty in the event th eir 
marriages fail, the California 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 
However, the court held there 
must be no contractual lan­ 
guage that would “ promote or 
encourage” the dissolution of 
the marriage 


Litton is currently claiming

al “ cost plus” arrangement, 
reimbursing the contractor for 
expenses plus a percentage for 
profit. 
The concept was “ wholly un­ 
suitable” to the project and the 
Navy officers involved “ never 
had any intention of making it 
work,” O’Green said.

Forest fire 
danger at 
highest 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For­ 
est fires this summer could 
build to the most serious level 
in many years because spring 
droughts have left woodlands 
tinder-dry in some areas, the 
U.S. Forest Service warns. 
John R. McGuire, chief of the 
service, said federal and state 
officials are adopting stepped- 
up fire protection measures 
from July 4 through Labor Day 
when forests get the heaviest 
use from visitors. 
Working on the premise that 
most fires are touched off by 
careless people, McGuire said 
officials may impose fire, 
smoking and public use restric­ 
tions in some areas or may 
close off some woodlands dur­ 
ing peak danger periods. 
McGuire said recent fires in 
California, Arizona and New 
Mexico “ built up to major 
proportions as part of a pattern 
of extreme dryness developing 
across portions of the nation.” 
Officials said other areas of 
concern include southern Ore­ 
gon, Idaho, southern Utah, the 
eastern side of the Rockies in 
Wyoming and Colorado, and 
parts of Minnesota and Wiscon­ 
sin where this spring was the 
driest in records going back 
into the 1800s. 
McGuire urged all visitors to 
national forests to check with 
local Forest Service officials on 
cam pfire restrictio n s in 
specific areas, and to use cau­ 
tion to avoid starting fires. The 
official noted that in all 
national forests and many other 
woodlands, trail bikes, chain 
saws and similar equipment are 
required to have approved 
spark-arrester devices. 
Anti-fire restrictions already 
in effect, McGuire noted, in­ 
clude statewide campfire and 
smoking restrictions ordered 
by the state of New Mexico and 
an Idaho ban on burning in 
forests and rangeland without a 
permit. In Arizona, all national 
forests except Coronado have 
adopted campfire and smoking 
restrictions. 


U.S. again vetoes 
in U.N. hostile to 
UNITED NATIONS, N Y. 
(UPI) — For the third time this 
year, the United States Tuesday 
vetoed majority-backed Securi­ 
ty Council resolutions hostile to 
Israel. 
A m bassador Albert W. 
Sherer Jr., deputy chief of the 
U.S. delegation, killed a 
m e a su re uph oldin g the 
Palestinians’ right to self- 
determ ination, 
including 
national independence and 
return of property taken by 
Israel. 
The vote was 10-1 in favor of 
the resolution, with Britain, 
France, Italy and Sweden ab­ 
staining. A negative vote by any 
of the five permanent Council 
members blocks adoption of a 
resolution. 
It was the 16th U.S. veto in 
the U.N.’s 30-year history, 
against 110 cast by the Soviet 
Union, ll used by Britain, seven 
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by France and two by China. 
Sherer said the resolution, 
sponsored by Guyana, Pakis­ 
tan, Panama and Tanzania, was 
“ totally devoid of balance,” 
emphasizing Palestinian rights 
in the Middle East while ignor­ 
ing those of Israel. 
The relatively mild draft 
made no direct mention, 
however, of the main recom­ 
mendation of a General Assem­ 
bly committee report the Coun­ 
cil has debated sporadically 
since June 9. The report called 
for a timetable for Israeli 
withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab territory by next June I. 
Sherer told the Council the 
basic U.N. approach to the Mid­ 
dle East crisis “ strikes us as 
misguided. 
“ Is it realistic to assume such 
a problem can be resolved by 
committees, no matter how 
well meaning?” he asked. “ Or

is it not the duty of the United 
Nations to encourage the par­ 
ties to resume negotiations on 
the serious issues that confront 
them?” 
The U.S. veto was the third 
blocking an anti-Israeli resolu­ 
tion this year. 


On January 26, the United 
States killed a resolution af­ 
firming the Palestinians’ right 
to their own state, demanding 
Israeli withdrawal from oc­ 
cupied Arab lands, reaffirming 
the refugees’ right to return to 
their homes and calling for 
secure borders for all Middle 
East countries. 


On March 25, it vetoed a 
measure imploring Israel to 
refrain from measures against 
Arab inhabitants of occupied 
territory and desist from 
further expropriation of Arab 
lands for Jewish settlements.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif , 
says the Federal Power Com­ 
mission is considering tripling 
natural gas prices — an in­ 
crease, he says, which would be 
illegal. 
“The FPC, in apparent union 
with the White House and the 
major oil companies, is consid­ 
ering tripling the price of 
natural gas,” Moss told report­ 
ers Tuesday. “ If this occurs, 
the price of new natural gas 
will soar from the current 52 
cents per thousand cubic feet to 
a base price of $1.50 ” 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
280-member California delega­ 
tion to the Democratic national 
convention will be the biggest in 
the nation and likely the most 
unusual as well. 
For instance, a leader of the 
Black Panthers is a delegate 
for Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
So is the operator of his favorite 
Mexican restaurant, singer 
Helen Reddy’s husband and a 
mail room clerk in the gover­ 
nor’s office. 
Both long-shot Brown and the 
apparent Democratic nominee, 
Jimmy Carter, count among 
their delegates representatives 
of the traditional party estab­ 
lishment — labor, wealthy con­ 
tributors, lawmakers, local of­ 
ficials and Democratic wor­ 
kers. 
Likew ise, both the 204- 
member Brown contingent and 
the 67-member Carter caucus 
reflect a generous portion of 
campaign workers, racial and 
ethnic minorities, women, 
political activists and each 
claims a major spokesman for 
gay rights 
For the 38-year-old Brown, 
the convention at Madison 
Square Garden starting July 12 
will be a family affair. 
His father, former Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. “ Pat” Brown, who 


sought the party’s nomination 
three times as a favorite son. 
will go to New York as a 
delegate. So will the governor’s 
mother, Bernice, sisters Kath­ 
leen Brown R ice of Los 
Angeles. Cynthia Kelly of San 
Francisco and brother-in-law 
George Rice. 
The senior Brown and Mrs. 
Rice were elected as delegates 
in the June 8 primary. The 
other family members later 
were selected as at-large 
delegates 
Brown also will be supported 
in his virtually hopeless at­ 
tempt to win the nomination by 
top members of his staff, in­ 
cluding delegates Gray Davis, 
executive s e c r e t a r y ; J. 
Anthony Kline, legal affairs 
secretary; 
Marc Poche, 
legislative secretary and his 
deputy. Tony Dougherty 
Teresa Bird of Torrance, a 
secretary to Brown in his Los 
Angeles office, and Steven 
Priley, 29, of Roseville, a mail 
clerk in Brown’s Capitol office, 
also are delegates. 
Others include Elaine Brown 
of Oakland, Black Panther 
minister of information; con­ 
troversial Sheriff Richard Hon- 
gisto of San Francisco; Jim

Mercenaries 
fate up to 
president 


LUANDA, Angola (UPI) - 
The fate of four mercenaries 
sentenced to death by firing 
squad rests with Angolan Presi­ 
dent Agostinho Neto, but he has 
decided to reserve a verdict un­ 
til he can weigh international 
reaction, Angolan sources say. 
A "revolutionary” tribunal 
Monday sentenced three Bri­ 
tons and American Daniel 
Gearhart to death for fighting 
on the side of anti-Marxist 
forces in Angola’s civil war. 
Seven other Britons and two 
Americans received prison 
terms ranging from 16 to 30 
years in what Angolan Justice 
Minister Diogenes Boavida said 
Tuesday was a reflection of 
“ Socialist justice.” 
“ We think we have in this 
trial shown the world our 
greatness and our political 
maturity despite the youth of 
our state and our government,” 
Boavida told a news conferen­ 
ce. 
The minister said he did not 
know when Neto, who must con­ 
firm the death sentences before 
they are carried out, would 
reach a decision on whether to 
show mercy to the four con­ 
demned men. 
Angolan sources said, howe­ 
ver, that Neto has decided 
against making an immediate 
judgment, preferring to see 
first how other nations will res­ 
pond to the sentences. 
(In Washington, State 
Department spokesman Robert 
Funseth said Tuesday the 
United States had asked the 
International Red Cross and 
“ other countries” to plead for a 
reduction in the sentences. 
Angola and the United States do 
not have diplomatic relations. 
( " A s far as they (the 
sentences) are concerned, we 
consider them to be unjust and 
hope they will be recon­ 
sidered,” Funseth said.) 
Gearhart, 34, of Kensington, 
Md., is a Vietnam veteran and 
father of four. Gary Acker, 21, 
of Sacramento, Calif., was 
sentenced to 16 years in prison 
and Gustavo Grillo, a 27-year- 
old Argentine national from 
Jersey City, N J., was given the 
maximum 30 years.

gressional subcommittee Tues­ 
day. 
Several hundred U.S. prison­ 
ers are jailed in Mexico, most 
of them for drug charges 
He added, however, that "we 
are disappointed that neither 
Mexican concern for human 
rights nor our vigorous protests 
have put an end to physical 
abuse of arrestees during in­ 
terrogation .” 
Luers told the House Interna­ 
tional Military and Political Af­ 
fairs Subcommittee that the 
Mexican proposal to exchange 
prisoners was made to Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
during his three-day visit in 
Mexico this month 
Luers said the proposal would 
"ameliorate the burden on 
citizens of both countries in­ 
carcerated abroad and relieve a 
rule that is an irritant in our 
basically friendly realtions.” 
The Mexicans proposed ar­ 
rangements whereby the na­ 
tionals of one country held in 
the other country’s jails might 
be transferred to their home 
country to serve out their 
sentences.

Los Angeles Council 
cuts merit pay hikes 


LIVERMORE, Calif. (UPI) 
— Scientists at Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory report 
“ impressive” progress toward 
developing a new and perhaps 
unlimited source of energy. 
Physicist John Emmett, 
Livermore’s laser fusion chief, 
said Tuesday research in the 
past year has yielded “ very, 
very impressive” progress to­ 
ward fusion power — the 
energy which lights the stars. 
Fusion is the opposite of 
nuclear fission, in which heavy 
uranium atoms are split into 
lighter atoms to release suba­ 
tomic energy particles called 
neutrons. 
In fusion, lightweight atomic 


nuclei are compressed to form 
heavier atoms, releasing neu­ 
trons. Their energy harnessed 
as heat can generate electricity 
without the hazards of radioac­ 
tivity, waste disposal and other 
problems associated with nu­ 
clear fission. 
Researchers are attracted to 
fusion because the fuels re­ 
quired for the process are the 
virtually endless supply of 
hydrogen atoms in ocean water. 
Livermore scientists are us­ 
ing hydrogen gas and the 
world’s most powerful laser to 
produce fusion. The laser’s twin 
beams focus two billion kilo­ 
watts of power in twin bursts 
upon tiny glass-enclosed target 


pellets of gas no bigger than a 
human hair. 
The laser beams sear hydro­ 
gen isotopes in the pellets, 
causing outer atoms to shoot 
off. Their rocketlike action 
squeezes the rest of the gas 
pellets inward while increasing 
the remnants’ heat to tens of 
millions of degrees 
Emmett and his colleagues 
believe some day they will find 
a way to convert such heat into 
commercial electric power 
“ But we won’t be putting 
power on the grid before the 
turn of this century,” Emmett 
cautioned, “ and it will only hap­ 
pen then if a very aggressive 
program continues.” 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
City Council, reacting to com­ 
plaints that top city officials 
earn considerably rnore than 
their counterparts in other 
levels of government, has 
eliminated merit pay raises and 
temporarily frozen the salaries 
of upper-echelon employes. 
Council members, who voted 
earlier this month to give 19 of 
the city's 36 highest-paid ex­ 
ecutives a 5 5 per cent merit 
pay raise on top of a regular 6 
per cent pay hike, killed the 
merit pay plan on a 12-0 vote 
Tuesday. 
Council President John Gib­ 
son immediately signed the bill 
into law so it will take effect hi 
the new fiscal year starting 
Thursday. He said Mayor Tom 
Bradley, attending the U.S. 
Conference of M ayors in 
Milwaukee, had told him he 
favored repeal of the plan. 
“ We don’t have to give the 
general managers an annual 
merit increase to get produc­ 
tion out of them,” Councilman 
Zev Yaroslavsky suggested dur­ 
ing debate. 
“ We can do that by yanking 
them out the Civil Service 
system.” 
The council also temporarily 
excluded department general 
managers and other top-level 
executives from a 5.6 per cent 
salary hike and .4 per cent boost 
in fringe benefits tentatively 
approved for nearly 1,600 other 
nonunion and nonuniformed 
municipal employes. 
In another attempt to limit 
the pay of top officials, the 


council called for preparation 
of two city charter amend­ 
ments that would modify the 
existing prevailing wage sec­ 
tion to include other public 
employes as well as those in the 
private sector and to eliminate 
general managers from the 
provision. 
The council acted in the wake 
of criticism, primarily from the 
county Board of Supervisors, 
that city officials were paid 
more than comparable execu­ 
tives in county, state and 
federal government. 
Police Chief Ed Davis, for in­ 
stance. was set for a raise of 
more than 87.000 for a new an­ 
nual salary of 869,760 — com­ 
pared with 849,500 paid county 
Sheriff Peter Pitcbess and 
842.000 earned by FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley. 
Councilman Emani Bernard! 
said the top salaries for 
national, state and county ex­ 
ecutives all ranged between 
840.000 and 850.000. while the 
pay for several city officials 
would have surpassed 850,000 
and even 860,000. 


Councilman Gilbert Lindsay 
complained that council mem­ 
bers who will make 833,000 a 
year after IO per cent pay 
boosts that take effect Thurs­ 
day will sUIl get “a lousy half of 
what some department heads 
get.” 


Council members also ap­ 
peared un threatened by sugges- 
tions that some officials might 
sue the city to get the pay raises 
they had anUcipated.

and paychecks for thousands of 
workers. 
The budget has been held 
hostage in the Assembly by 
Republicans and a handful of 
Democrats since last week over 
their demands for immediate 
enactment of a $250 million-plus 
bill to help schools with the 
financial press of inflation, 
declining student enrollment 
and rising teacher salaries. 
“Maybe we can wait for the 
Serrano decision at the end of 
the year and write another bill 
without committing ourselves 
too deeply now,” said Assem­ 
blyman Leroy Greene, D- 
Sacramento. 
The “short-term” bill was 
discussed as a possible way to 
resolve the vast differences 
between the $263 million school 
bill proposed by the Assembly 
and a $262 million Senate ver­ 
sion. 


No bankroll; 


casino closes 


LAS V EG A S (U P I ) - 
Owners of the Paradise Hotel, a 
resort located a block east of 
the Las Vegas “strip’’, volun­ 
tarily closed 17 casino games in 
the pit Tuesday night for lack of 
proper bankroll. 
A casino spokesman said the 
required $850,000 bankroll was 
depleted 
because of heavy 
credit play. 
Gaming Control Board mem­ 
ber Jeff Silver said state agents 
had been monitoring the cash 
flow closely for the past severel 
days and the bankroll dropped 
below state requirements Tues­ 
day night. He said Paradise 
Hotel owner Bernie Nemerav 
voluntarily closed the games. 
The slot machines remained 
in operation as well as all other 
hotel facilities. 
“We are concerned about 
protection of the customer,” 
said Silver. He said state 
regulations provide that if 
games are closed more than IO 
consecutive days the licensing 
procedure must be initiated 
again. 
That means owners of the 
hotel must find a source of 
financing within IO days or app­ 
ly for a new gambling license. 


Crew concerned over balloonist 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Karl 
Thomas’ ground crew is ex­ 
pressing increasing concern 
over his fate, but feels the 
adventurer is still aloft in his 
bid to become the first man to 
pilot a balloon across the Atlan­ 
tic Ocean. 
The German-born Thomas, 
27, who departed from the 
Lakehurst, N.J., Naval Air Sta­ 
tion last Friday, has not been 
heard from since Sunday night, 
when he contacted an Alitalia 
Airlines flight by radio. 
“We are concerned because 
there has not been a visual 
sighting. We’re really quite 
anxious to get a sighting,” 
spokesman Wallace Clayton 
said Tuesday evening. 
Asked whether he thought 
Thomas’ balloon was down in 
the water, Clayton replied, “In 
the absence of any distress 
signal whatsoever, we don’t 
think so.”

But noting that Thomas has a 
sextant, enabling him to navi­ 
gate by the stars and sun, 
Grand observed, “ He may 
know exactly where he’s at.” 
Thomas had been hoping to 
arrive in Paris Thursday in his 
10-story high, red, white and 
blue plastic balloon, “The Spirit 


of ’76.” 
Six persons have died trying 
to cross the ocean in a balloon. 
On Monday, Thomas’ crew 
had offered a "guesstimate” 
that the balloon was about 1,200 
miles east of New York City 
and about 250 miles south of 
Nova Scotia, more than a third 
of the way to Europe. 
The guess was based on his 
last radio contact, with the 
Alitalia flight from New York 
to Home, at 10:43 p.m. Sunday. 
Thomas was using a low-range 
VHF radio transmitter. His 
main radio and electronic 
navigational aids had been 
rendered useless by a suspected 
antenna failure. 
Scientists hunting 
for Viking landing 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Scientists hunting for a place to 
land the Viking probe on Mars 
are still trying to determine the 
origin of rivers and streams 
that once flowed over the sur­ 
face of the now arid planet. 
Geologist Hal Masursky has 
two tentative explanations, one 
for the smaller streams and 
another for the big rivers, some 
as broad as the Mississippi. 
“The small channels start in 
uplands and form tributaries 
into a very terrestial type river 
system,” he said Tuesday. 
“It’s very difficult to explain 
except by water falling on the 
surface — rain.” 
But the larger channels, he 
said, “come out from beneath 
the surface and it looks like 
melting underground ice. But 
this is normally a very slow 
process and we’re not sure how 
you get the subsurface melted 
in such large quantities. 
“We have these three things 
— melting ice, a collapsed sur­ 
face and flowing water. But we 
can’t see how it was done fast 
enough.” 
The scientists at the Jet 


Propulsion Laboratory were 
scheduled to decide Thursday 
on a landing ground for the 
automated laboratory carried 
by Viking, now orbiting the 
planet. The lander is designed 
to carry out experiments seek­ 
ing evidence of life. 
The scheduled July 4th 
landing, part of the bicentennial 
festivities, was canceled be­ 
cause the original site looked 
too rough, scarred by many dry 
riverbeds and canyons. 
Once a site is selected, a new 
landing date can be deter­ 
mined, probably sometime be­ 
tween July 8 and 22. 
The dday may cause cance­ 
lation of some experiments, 
said project manager Jim 
Martin.

Viking 2 is scheduled to reach 
Mars orbit Aug. 7 and send 
down a second lander Sept. 4. 
“ We don’t believe we can 
operate both landers on the sur­ 
face,” Martin said. 


The probe faces a deadline of 
Nov. »II, when the sun comes 
between Earth and Mars, shut­ 
ting off communications.

Under phase two, the corps 
extends its jurisdiction to 
regulate disposal of dredged or 
fill materials to lakes with 
more than five surface acres, 
primary tributaries of inland 
navigable waters of the United 
States and nearby wetlands

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Problems of meeting irrigation 
water needs for ranches bared 


Problems faced by Improve­ 
ment District No. I of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District in providing the irriga­ 
tion water needs of ranchers in 
Zone 3 of the district north of 
Baseline Avenue to Los Olivos 
were outlined by Thomas M 
Petersen, district manager, at 
a special meeting attended by 
about 20 ranchers in the district 
office yesterday morning. 
Petersen emphasized at the 
outset that the zone was not ex­ 
periencing a shortage of a supp­ 
ly of water, but that the dif­ 
ficulty was due to a storage 
reservoir that was incapable, 
because of its limited capacity, 
to serve the marked increase in 
land within the zone now under 
irrigation. 
He said "we are in a crucial 
situation," and called upon the 
growers, most of whom raise 
alfalfa, to exercise water con­ 


servation measures in order 
that "we may stretch the sup­ 
ply." 
He noted that the reservoir, 
which has a storage capacity of 
a half million gallons of water, 
was nearly emptied twice last 
Thursday and went down to an 
eight-foot level at ll p m. last 
Saturday reflecting a nightly 
depletion of three feet of water 
an hour. 
Petersen pointed to the heavy 
demand for irrigation water, 
stating that the wells in the 
zone have a capability of 3685 
gallons a minute, while seven 
users alone have been consum­ 
ing 2745 gallons, leaving 940 
gallons “ left for everyone 
else,” including a large number 
of domestic water customers in 
Los Olivos town area 
The d i s t r i c t m a n a g e r 
suggested that ranchers with 
questions regarding the ef­ 


ficiency of their systems con­ 
tact Farm Adviser Warren Ben- 
dixen for assistance. 
Petersen told the group that 
the reservoir’s depletion usual 
ly occurs during the nighttime 
hours when irrigation is at ii 
peak. 
Petersen added that the dl- 
trict would also shut down lite 
meters in the case of unplugged 
lines or sprinkler heads whc| 
were malfunctioning.

Jury's out 
on Maloney 


TORONTO (UPI) - Three 
secretaries, a couple of 
housewives, two students, a 
collection agent, an engineer, a 
civil servant, a chartered ac­ 
countant and a retired 
switchboard operator today will 
be asked to answer one of the 
most pressing questions in 
sports. 
And that is—to decide when 
professional hockey as it’s now 
played, with all Its attached 
body checking and brawling, 
goes beyond the rules of the 
arena and comes under the 
jurisdiction of the criminal 
code. 
More specifically, they will 
be asked whether Detroit Red 
Wing Dan Maloney, when he at­ 
tacked Toronto Maple Leaf 
Brian Glennie in an NHL game 
last Nov. 5, committed a 
criminal assault causing bodily 
harm. 
The eight-woman, four-man 
jury first will hear what County 
Court Judge Patrick Lesage 
said would be a 75-minute 
charge 
In the last day of testimony 
Tuesday, the jurors heard from 
the defendant, before both sides 
summed up their cases on the 
fifth day of the trial. 
Defense Attorney George 
Finlayson appealed to the jury 
not to make Maloney “the 
scapegoat for hockey.” 
He said only the NHL or the 
government can change the 
rules of the game and “until 
that is done, don’t judge Danny 
as if he were hockey. He is only 
a young man playing a game 
the way he was taught to play 
it. 
“You’re not here to carry out 
government policy,” he con­ 
cluded. “you’re here to see 
Danny Maloney get simple 
justice under the law.” 
In his closing remarks, 
Crown Prosecutor Robert 
McGee cha ged the defense and 
the NHL placed themselves 
above the law by condoning 
fighting.

Each man will retain his own 
salary and fringe benefits dur­ 
ing the job trade, although the 
City of Milpitas will carry ad­ 
ditional insurance on Unsinger, 
as it does for all members of 
the police force. 
Unsinger, 41, said his wife of 
15 years, Charlene, “doesn’t 
like it for a minute” because 
she fears the hazards that are 
inherent in police work. But, 
said Unsinger, “The way some 
of the students are acting these 
days I’m not sure Dave’s not 
going to be in a more hostile en­ 
vironment than I am.” 
Unsinger and Stone are both 
familiar with the new roles they 
will soon be undertaking. Un­ 
singer has served as summer 
relief in the Moscow, Idaho, 
police department and as a 
reserve with the Santa Clara 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
while Stone, 39. has taught part 
time in Unsinger’s department. 
Unsinger has attended the 
Santa Clara Valley Police 
Academy at San Jose City 
College in order to qualify as a 
regular police officer, and he 
will travel the Milpitas streets 
in a patrol car and handle all 
the other duties of a policeman. 
The “big problem” of profes­ 
sors who attempt to prepare 
students for jobs on police 
forces is “a lack of current ex­ 
perience,” Unsinger explained 
as his reason for wanting to 
b ecom e 
a 
tem p orary 
policeman. In the real world, 
“things change so fast,” he ad­ 
ded 
The trade may “elevate the 
stereotype of law enforcement 
from ‘just a job’ to a semi­ 
professional career,” ac­ 


cording to Stone, who has 
served 15 years as a police of­ 
ficer, 12 of them in Milpitas. 
Police Chief Murray com­ 
mented that although “a great 
deal has been written about law 
enforcement problems and the 
upgrading of the criminal 
justice system, we are aware of 
few practical programs actual­ 
ly to involve the academic com ­ 
munity in a positive effort 
toward that goal.” 
Murray, who is known for 
another innovation in police 
work —■ he has outfitted his 
Porsche with siren and police 
radio and often drives it on duty 
— said he knows of no similar 
exchange program He said he 
hopes the Unsinger-Stone job 
trade will lead to similar 
arrangements in the future. 
Murray said that when Un­ 
singer joins the city’s 37-officer 
police department “he will pull 
patrol duty the same as any 
other officer. There will be no 
special consideration given 
him.” 
AGE BIAS 
Charges of discrimination 
against the older worker are 
mounting.

RENO, Nev. (UPI) - For 
anyone who can get it, a fortune 
in manganese, nickel, copper 
and cobalt lies waiting on the 
bottom of the oceans. 
But getting it has proved to be 
a much more difficult problem 
than deep sea prospectors ex­ 
pected a few years ago when 
they confidently predicted 
there would be commercial 
mining of the depths by 1976, 
certainly by 1960. 
“The prospect of commercial 
mining seems much further 
down the road,” Joe Rosen­ 
baum of the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
told the American Chemical 
Society. 
The minerals are contained in 
mysterious, egg-shaped nodules 
formed over the ages. Just how 
they were formed isn’t known, 
but Rosenbaum suggests the 
minerals built up around parti­ 
cles of drifting debris, such as 
fish remains. 
“There’s no real clear-cut 
theory as to how they were 
formed or why they stay right 
there on the t»ttom or slightly 
embedded,” he said. “Their 
growth involves thousands of 
years. There is silt settling to 
the bottom all the time, but the 
nodules stay where they are.” 
Principle methods proposed 
for mining them involve the use 
of towed or self-propelled 
dredgeheads in conjunction 
with air lift or hydraulic lift 
suction pipelines to bring the 
nodules to the surface. Some 
advocate the use of continuous 
bucket lines which are dragged 
through the muck and hauled to 
the surface. 
The 
s e lf - p r o p e lle d 
dredgehead is a bottom crawler 
of the kind incorporated in the 
Glomar Explorer, the Howard 


Hughes vessel which recovered 
part of a sunken Russian sub­ 
marine in the Pacific. 
A few years ago, a company 
tested the use of a towed dredge 
and air lift suction pipeline for 
mining nodules off Blake 
Plateau, 125 miles east of the 
Georgia-Florida coastline. It 
recovered nodules from a depth 
of half a mile 
“The company expressed 
satisfaction, but these shallow- 
depth nodules have much less 
valuable metal content than 
those in canyons at depths of 
three miles,” Rosenbaum said. 
“There is no indication there is 
currently any demonstrated 
feasible method for mining 
deep ocean nodules.”. 
“The difficulty in deep min­ 
ing compared with shallow min­ 
ing is more than proportional. 
The bottom is irregular. 
Vagaries of wind and wave tend 
to move the recovery ship. 
There is difficulty maintaining 
visual observation via televi­ 
sion, especially once the mining 
raises the sediment.” 
The richest nodule Held is 
about 600 miles east of Hawaii, 
at a depth of three miles. 
Rosenbaum said the belt con­ 
tains up to 90,000 tons of nodules 
per square mile. They contain 
an average of about 25 per cent 
manganese of very low grade, 
1.2 per cent nickel, I per cent 
copper and .2 per cent cobalt. 
The copper, nickel and cobalt 
content corresponds to “quite 
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good ore,” Rosenbaum said. 
There also are legal obstacles 
which muddy the waters for 
deep sea miners. There is no in­ 
ternational agreement con­ 
cerning ownership or mining 
rights, although there have 
been several meetings of 
representatives of various 
interested countries. Legisla­ 


tion in Congress is opposed by 
the State Department which 
fears it would interfere with ef­ 
forts to gain some kind of 
international agreement, 
Rosenbaum said. 
“Meanwhile, there is no basis 
in international or U.S. law that 
would give a company any 
protection from a competitor 


next to or on top of an operating 
rig,” Rosenbaum said. “It 
would be silly to go out and take 
this risk.” 


Despite the murky legal 
situation, millions of dollars 
have been spent on develop­ 
ment of nodule mining and 
processing methods.

Board okays continuance 
of Isla Vista foot patrol 


By DICK PRAUL 
The Board of Supervisors 
can’t tell Sheriff John W 
Carpenter how to deploy his 
forces around the county to 
provide the best public protec­ 
tion. 
But the supervisors by a 4-1 
vote Monday took the unusual 
action of insuring continuance 
of the highly-regarded Isla 
Vista foot patrol and thereby 
negating a Carpenter move to 
terminate the patrol July I. 
The board approved a motion 
by Supervisor James M. Slater 
— often a critic of Sheriff 


Carpenter — to veto the sherif­ 
f’s decision by the setting up of 
a special $50,000 account in the 
Sheriff-Coroner 
budget and 
transferring this sum into the 
account from the sheriff’s 
budget. It would keep the patrol 
going for another six months. 
Carpenter previously had in­ 
formed the board he felt com­ 
pelled to eliminate the patrol as 
the result of budget slashes 
ordered by the board. Patrol 
costs are in excess of $100,000 
for the 1976-’77 fiscal year, it is 
estimated. 
Carpenter’s decision met

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with opposition not only from 
some board members, but from 
the Isla Vista community and 
from UC Santa Barbara ad­ 
m in istra tio n . 
Spokesm en 
claim ed Isla Vista could 
become a new hot spot of crime 
if the foot patrol went out of ex­ 
istence, and black and white 
patrol cars were to take over as 
planned. 
Along with the six-months 
period of new life breathed into 
the six-man patrol started in 
1970, the supervisors took steps 
to get added funding to continue 
it beyond next Dec. 30 as well. 
Grant funds from the Office 
of Criminal Justice Planning 
will be sought to extend patrol 
operations through the fiscal 
year and perhaps longer. 
Neither Carpenter nor any of 
his aides were on hand Monday 
as pleas came from all sides to 
keep the patrol operating. 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, 
not regarded as a special 
pleader for Isla Vista or UC 
Santa Barbara, voted against 
the move to divert the sheriff’s 
funds 
The majority of the super­ 
visors decided to support the 
foot patrol on the basis of the 
following contentions: 
— Supervisor Slater said he 
was using the 
S h e r iff’s 
Department’s own figures in 
showing that present patrol 
levels of service are lower in 
Goleta Valley than north county 
areas despite its large popula­ 
tion, crime activity and density 
of population, especially in the 
university community of some 
14,000 persons. 
— Figures supplied by univer­ 
sity authorities showed that the 
university’s patrol in Isla Vista 
— where some 50 per cent of 
UCSB students reside — would 
likely also have to be aban­ 
doned if the foot patrol were cut 
out, as outside funding for the 
university patrol was tied in 
with the county effort. The un­ 
iversity's patrol was at the 
same strength as the foot 
patrol. 
— The community-based foot 
and bicycle patrolmen “know 
the community and its people” 
and readily solve many crimes, 
whereas deputies riding in 
patrol cars would not be as ef­ 
fe c tiv e . 
Student lea d ers 
predicted the “ black and 
whites” could bring about new 
confrontations with the com­ 
munity. 
— Isla V ista’s juvenile 
problem is on the increase as 
the housing authority is sending 
more welfare families into the 
community. 
— Joining in on the protest 
against the termination of the 
foot patrol were UCSB As­ 
sociated Student leaders, Isla 
Vista 
A ssn., Rape C risis 
Center, and other groups. UCSB 
V ice C hancellor Stephen 
Goodspeed said an already 
“serious situation could get 
worse” without the foot patrol.

school use 
The Board of Supervisors 
went through still another dis­ 
cussion Monday as to possible 
county use of the Goleta Union 
school building, with the result 
that Supervisor Jam es M. 
S l a t e r and C o u n ty Ad­ 
ministrative Analyst Frank 
Lauran will make a new 
feasibility deport to the board 
July 12.

Reagan unseated 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(UPI) - The tight-fitting style 
in blue jeans today is unsuita­ 
ble — or unseatable — for 
movie-style cowboy tricks, ac­ 
cording to Republican presiden­ 
tial challenger and former 
cinema wrangler Ronald Rea­ 
gan. 
At a party thrown for 
reporters covering his cam­ 
paign. Reagan was asked by 
photographers to mount with a 
running vault over the horse’s 
rump, as movie cowboys do in 
“fast getaway” scenes. 
“Are you kidding?” respond­ 
ed Reagan. “With these jeans I 
have difficulty mounting a 
horse the regular way.” 


Welfare Director Arthur 
Nelson explained he was 
required to make wholesale 
cuts in general relief appropria­ 
tions (Mi the basis of a $200,000 
slash in the account by the 
supervisors. 
He acknowledged aid is to 
continue to the needy living in 
hotels, but pointed out they had 
been medically certified as un­ 
employable for physical and 
mental disabilities, while New 
House residents were not judge 
unemployable. He said his of­ 
fice could continue to make 
payments to New House only 
for men for the first seven days 
after their admittance. 
Free told the board he under­ 
stood “it costs $80 to book a 
man in jail” for drunkenness or 
whatever, and stressed that 
“$80 will support a man in New 
House two weeks.” The county, 
he said has been providing $138 
monthly to welfare eligible 
residents of New House for 
room and board. 
When it was pointed out that 
the problem facing New House 
also confronts Casa Serena, the 
women’s alcoholic recovery 
center in Santa Barbara, the 
board asked the administrative 
officer to make a report July 12 


as to “financial alternatives” 
for the two facilities. 
The AFL-CIO Social Services 
Union backed up efforts by 
Free and Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman to have added welfare 
funding considered for the two 
centers. 
Nelson told the board that the 
drastic slash in the general 
relief program will also “hit 
the mentally and physically in­ 


ca pac! ted persons” in their 
often shabby hotel rooms. He 
said it is possible that reduc­ 
tions in allotments granted 
them for room rent could lead 
to “mass evictions,” along with 
cuts in their already slim food 
allotments. The cuts -ordered 
will follow such persons to their 
graves, as burial allotments 
will also have to be cut, Nelson 
showed.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Not 
only does Pat Derby talk to the 
animals, she tries to think and 
act like them. That, she says, 
makes it a lot easier to work 
with lions, tigers, elephants and 
bears. 
Ms. Derby, whose menagerie 
of wild beasts includes the 
cougar and bobcat made 
famous on Lincoln-Mercury 
automobile commercials, has 
been working with wild animals 
for 12 years and has written a 
book, "The Lady and the Tiger" 
detailing her experiences. 


Her 20-acre ranch in the 
Santa Ynez Valley is home to a 
Siberian tiger, three leopards, 
four wolves, a 140-pound chim­ 
panzee, four bears, an African 
lion, two bobcats, three cougars 
ami an elephant.

used in television and movies, 
she doesn’t like to think of 
herself as an "animal trainer" 
and has very definite ideas 
about letting wild animals be 
natural. 
"It's easier to work an 
animal with prods and electri­ 
cal shocks if you don’t care 
about the animal," she said. 
"The day has to come */hen we 
realize it's like working chil­ 
dren in sweat shops. The movie 
industry has to become more 
aware that these are living 
creatures. 
"You have to get to know the 
animal ami get to think like the 
animal and treat it with love 
and respect. This is harder to 
do and takes longer, but it’s the 
only way if you care about 
animals. 
"Each animal is so different. 
What you do with an elephant 
would really upset a grizzly 
bear. The best way to learn to 
think like an animal is to raise 
their babies. 
"They are born into what 
they are and haven’t learned to 
be anything but a wild animal." 
She refuses to make her 
animals perform tricks and 
"deplores those situations" 
that put animals on display. 
"I get very upset when people 
exploit an animal without con­ 
sidering it’s feelings or needs." 
But, she added, " I’m in a 
very poor position to do 
anything about these abuses, 


because I own animals and it 
seems like sour grapes." 


She said animals should be in 
their natural habitat. She 
adopted her flock only after 
others, who thought a tiny lion 
cub was cute but couldn’t han­ 
dle a full-grown beast, aban­ 
doned them. 


Most zoos, she said, won’t 
take wild animals that have 
been someone’s pet. The other 
alternative would be to destroy 
them. 


" I used to hate zoos," she 
said, "because I didn’t like to 
see animals trapped and caged. 
I thought they should be free. 
But animals today are losing 
more and more of their 
territory and need more protec­ 
tion now. What we need are less 
second rate zoos and more fine 
ones. 


" I don't like to see an animal 
used for entertainment. Ani­ 
mals weren’t meant to be used 
that way. They should be out 
living their lives in a natural 
setting." 


Wild animal parks, she said, 
are better because they allow 
beasts to roam free (Mi display. 


"W e need an education 
program for children so they 
can learn to respect wildlife. 
We teach them how to disect 
frogs, but we don’t teach them 


how to respect animals." 
Having a yard full of wild 
beasts poses its own problems 
— from zoning restrictions to 
unfriendly neighbors to feeding 
(she spends about $2,000 a 
month on food for her animals.) 


"Having wild animals gives 
any neighbor who doesn’t like 
you added fuel,"* she said. 
"Keeping wild animals is not a 
normal existence. I sometimes 
wish I never started. 
"If you have wild animals, 
you just have to live in an en­ 
vironment conducive to your 
way of life." 


Often, she said, an animal 
lover doesn’t realize the prob­ 
lems of keeping a wild beast. 


"People think its glamorous 
to work with wild animals. It’s 
not. It’s a hard, dirty job clean­ 
ing out the bams and feeding 
them." 


But, she said smiling, wild 
animals have a naturalness 
about them that she finds 
endearing. 
"When an animal loves you, 
he just likes you because you’re 
you." 


She said she has been hurt 
several tim es, but never 
viciously attacked by her 
animals. 


"In play, they’re rougher 
than domestic animals. But I’m 
more worried about being at­ 
tacked by muggers in the 
streets than by an animal. They 
usually won’t deliberately hurt 
you."

Artist wants nation to accept 
huge bicentennial ice sculpture 


LA JOLLA. Calif. (U PI) - 
Artist Joyce Shaw wants to give 
the United States a bicentennial 
gift that is guaranteed not to 
last more than four weeks. 
She recently returned from 
the nation’s capitol where she 
continued her lobbying for 
House Concurrent Resolution 
542 which would allow her to 
ve the nation an ice sculpture 
I feet high and 52 feet long. She 
wants it placed at the west 
front of the U.S. Capitol this 
December. 
The sculpture, which would 
spell out "We The People" in 5- 
foot 8-inch high letters would sit 
on a massive base bearing the 
inscription of 17 dates in U.S. 
history which extended, con­ 
firmed or protected unalienable 
rights assured by the Declara­ 
tion of Independence and the 
U.S. Constitution. 
A monument that’s guaran­ 
teed to melt away to nothing? 
"The monument formed of ice 
is no more temporary in its 
duration than the 'real time’ 
span of historical events; both 
endure through memory and 
documents of record," Ms. 
Slaw said. 
So she’s trudged from capitol 
office to capitol office with her 
plexiglas model of the monu­ 
ment, trying to talk to every 
member of the Committee (rn 
House Administration and the 
subcommittee on library and 
memorials. She was nearing 
success, she recounts, when 
committee chairman Wayne 
Hays ran into more serious con­ 
cerns. Now, she has been as­ 
sured, the resolution will be on 
the agenda for the next meeting 
of the subcommittee. 
Ms. Shaw has been working 
on her idea for several years 
and has printed elaborate 
brochures which describe the 
monument and is now forming 
a non-profit corporation to help 
fund the estimated $15,000 cost 
of the project. She has as­ 
sembled a cast of supporters 
which includes architectural, 
historical, legal and audio­ 
visual consultants. 
She looks upon the monument 
as "a contemporary interpreta­ 


tion of a traditional way to 
honor and commemorate past 
events. The monument is con­ 
ceived as a serious tribute to 
the more profound meanings of 
the bicentennial in that it links 
the past to the present in terms 
of the issues of individual liber­ 
ties." 
Waters from the 50 states 
would be included in the 252 
blocks of ice that will be frozen 
in a commercial ice house 
where professional ice sculp­ 
tors will do their work. 
The resolution allows the 
monument to be put in place 
starting Nov. I, and it must be 
removed by Jan. I. Ms. Shaw 
thinks it may take four weeks to 
install. 
She has considered all the 
eventualities, too. Dry ice will 
be used to preserve the sculp­ 
ture as it is being worked into 
place. "Ice melts one-half inch 
an hour at 70 degrees," she ex- 
plained, "an d at that 
temperature it would take three 
days to melt away.’’ She 
doesn’t expect such tempera­ 
tures in Washington during 
December, however, and is 
confident the monument will be 
(Mi display for no less than six 
days.

Mead, one of many people who 
have endorsed the project, said 
"such efforts, beautiful but 
transient, using neither scarce 
materials nor scarce energy, 
are to be encouraged in every 
way possible, as part of the new 
efforts in conservation.’ 
Ms. Shaw, who says shell be 
thankful if she just doesn’t lose 
money on this project, says she 
has always been intrigued with 


the use of public space for tem­ 
porary appropriate art works.

As you may recall, on June 15th I ap­ 
peared before your board to protest your 
recent decision to cut the County Plann­ 
ing Commission membership to five 
members effective I January, 1977. 
I would like to emphasize that 
historically, the commission has never 
consisted of less than six members even 
when the county first activated the Plan­ 
ning Commission. At that time, the first 
district consisted of two members, one 
member representing Montecito, which 
had in fact helped fund the first depart­ 
ment staff and director. In the barly 
1950s, the commission was again 
augmented to include an additional 
member from the Third District to 
represent the Santa Ynez Valley. As you 
know, in 1964, the commission was again 
augmented to its present size to include 
additional members from the 4th and 5th 
Districts. Most counties of the size of 
Santa Barbara County or larger now 
utilize 9 member commissions, or if 
smaller, and additional appointive Board 
of Zoning Administratrators. 
Santa Barbara County’s unique and 
well known regard for maximum citizen 
input on planning matters can certainly 
not be enhanced by such limited 
representation on a commission charged 
by your board with so much respon­ 
sibility for planning zoning matters. 
I believe it to be of utmost importance 
that such unique areas as Montecito, the 
Santa Ynez Valley, the Lompoc Valley, 
the Santa Maria and Cuyama areas and 
the Goleta. Carpinteria and Summerland 
areas have local representatives. This is 
obviously impossible with a 5-member 
commission. 
I am fully aware of the board’s con­ 
cern for economies in county govern­ 
ment. but I suggest Planning Commis­ 
sioners are well worth their minimal 
costs in an area of such critical citizen 
concern. 
I respectfully request the board to res­ 
cind their action and restore the com­ 
mission to either its present size or aug­ 
ment it to include an additional represen­ 
tative from the Second District.

WASHINGTON — A harried but stub­ 
born Richard Nixon was headed in 
September 1974 for the trial of the cen­ 
tury.

He would 
have spurned plea 
bargaining and would 
have fought for his 
freedom in the courts. 
This epic drama was 
aborted on Sept. 8. 
1974, when President 
Ford g r a n te d his 
predecessor a pardon. Millions of 
Americans still wonder whether it was a 
set-up. whether Ford in return for his 
vice presidential appointment had 
promised to keep Nixon out of prison. 
In response to literally thousands of 
requests, we have conducted a painstak­ 
ing investigation into the circumstances 
that led to the controversial Nixon 
pardon. We have uncovered some 
fascinating details that can now be 
revealed for the first time. 
Gen. Alexander Haig, then the White 
House staff chief, first raised the ques­ 
tion of a pardon with Gerald Ford on 
August 5 — four days before Ford 
replaced Nixon in the White House. 
Haig notified Ford to be prepared to 
assume the presidency. In discussing 
several possible contingencies, Haig 
mentioned that Nixon could pardon 
himself before resigning or might be 
granted a pardon after he resigned. Ford 
gave no inclination what he might do. 
But thereafter. Ford noticed for the 
first time, he later confided, that Nixon 
looked drawn and defeated. He also ap­ 
peared to have lost weight. 


Gerald Ford took the oath as President 
on August 9. Not until August 27, so far 
as we can learn, was the subject of the 
pardon raised with him again. Then 
aides Jerry terHorst and Robert Hart­ 
mann alerted him to expect questions 
about it at a press conference the follow­ 
ing day. 
Immediately after the press con­ 
ference, the President instructed his 
general counsel. Philip Buchen. to ex­ 
plore the possibilities of a pardon. We 
are privy to the backroom discussions, 
which are too detailed to relate. 


his guilt. Miller agreed to seek such a 
statement from his San Clemente client. 
The President sent a close friend. 
Washington attorney Benton Becker, to 
San Clemente to make the arrange­ 
ments.

An understanding was reached, 
nevertheless, that any pardon would be 
followed by a statement of contrition 
from San Clemente. Not until the 
negotiations were completed did a 
fatigued, forlorn Nixon appear. He 
looked aged as if he were not Nixon but 
Nixon's father, Becker recalled. The 
former President also gave Becker the 
impression that his head was too big for 
his body. 
He was despondent, disoriented. 
“Thank you for being fair,” he mur­ 
mured. “You are a fine young man." 
Then in the middle of the conversation, 
he grabbed Becker’s arm. “ You are a big 
boy,” Nixon blurted out of context. “Did 
you ever play football?” 
Later, as Becker was leaving, Ziegler 
intercepted him and said the deposed 
President wanted to see him again. 
Becker was ushered into a sparse office. 
Nixon greeted him solemnly. 
“ Mr. Becker,” he said, “you have been 


a gentleman. You haven’t been a bully. I 
have had my share of bullies. I want to 
give you something." Then he extended 
both arms toward the sparse office 
walls. “But I don’t have anything." he 
said, his voice almost breaking. “They 
took it all away." 
Swallowing hard. Nixon pulled open a 
desk drawer and produced a pair of 
cheap, presidential cuff links and a 
tiepin He handed these dramatically to 
Becker. “ Pat took these from my 
jewelry box," said Nixon sadly. “Hang 
on to them. They are the last ones in the 
world."

of thing the United Nations is very best 
at: bringing discredit on itself by its 
hypocrisy and surrealism.
